The legislature celebrated Good

go in enacting practically ‘bone-dry” 
legislation for the province. In. his 
brief statementerespecting the bill of

“We are facing a most serious sit- 
nation. The government has obtain- 
ea practically all the hay {it can buy 
in the East. Nearly 800 cars of hay 
are on order in Ontario, and these are 
coming west at the rate of about 25 
cars dally, but we are being deluged 
with orders for feed from between 
700 and #00 places in the province 
right now and we simply cannot sup- 
ply the feed that is required. Farm- 
--e and others in need of hay or fod- 
Ger must take what steps they can to 
get thie feed without depending on 
the government. We have done 
everything possible but ow!lng to the 
unprecedented conditions we simply 
cannot provide reef for all at the 
Present time.” 

This was the warnirg issued in the 
legislature Thursday afternoon by 
Hon, Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture, who moved the adjourn- 
ment of the house on the matter na 
being of grave public urgency. Mr. 
Marshall aaid the feed situation was 
the most serious propos'tion that he 
had ever been up against in the 
province. The policy’ of the depart- 
ment had been all through the winter 
to purchase hay outside the province

would be available for the people in

He replied that his de- 
partment was not responsible far the 
payment of bills for food and cloth- 
ing for typista, dances or bands. 

Better in Bed, 

One member indignantly declared 
that it would have been better for 
the British delegates to have gone to 
bed to think over the peace. confer- 
ence instead of indulging in such re- 
laxation, but if they had to have re- 
creation they ought to pay for it out 
of their own pockets. 

Captain Wilson accused the govern- 
ment of having “maintained hugs 
staffs in Paris hotels.” The govern- 
ment representative admitted that the 
British had five hoteis and three oth- 
er premises, while the Americans had 
only one hotel. . But, he declared, the 
Americans spent more money. The 
house {ndulged tn ironic cheers when 
Sir Alfred Mond said the government 
“did the thing well.”

Provinelal offices will ba 
established to supervise district of- 
fices; bear general responsibilities for 
the agricultural development of the 
provinces; comb ne detailg of sll lands 
for sale within the provinces; direct 
Inter-provincial coloni sn and sup- 
pPy information regarding western 
lands and opportunities. District 
offices wil] Ist, inspect and valie all 
lands; provide !nformation des ~ib- 
Ing the resources of the districts; lo- 
cate settlers. report on the prosress 
of the setlers; investigate reasons for 
settlers leaving the districts; attempt 
to direct any settlers leaving the dis- 
trict to other parts of Western Can-

IS DISCUSSED 
BY ALD. HEAPS 


| Addresses Large Audience in the 
Empire Theatre on Recent 
Winnipeg Case 


The meeting advertised thronghout 
the city announcing that Alderman 
Heaps of Winnipeg would speak at 
the Empire theatre on Friday even- 
\{ng brought out a very large audl- 
|ence who gathered to hear what the 
'iiberated alderman had to say in re- 
{gard to the Winnipeg strike trial 
which has recently been brought te 
;@ close in that city. 

Speakers of the evening at the the- 
atre Included Chairman W. Coombs, 
Alderman Heaps, Mayor Clarke, Carl 
FE. Berg, Rev. Ritchie of the Edmon- 
'ton Labor church, and J. F. Maguire 
jof the 8. P. of C. 

Following the tntroductory address 
}of Rev. Ritchie, the Invited speaker 
|of the evening, Alderman Heaps of 
| Winnipeg, in the course of his re-| 
marks said: | 

“The recent strike trial in Winni- 
peg brought no credit to the prov- 
ince of Man'toba or the Dominion of | 
Canada. It ts evident that the pres-| 
ent government of Canada, in view of | 
|a@ soon coming election is becoming 
desperate in ‘ts methods and devices 
to retain power. This government 
does not represent the majority of 
the people of Canada as it will find 
| out &t the next election and It ts this 
|Dom/nion government that {s respon- 
sible for the arrests in the Winn‘pec 
strike and also for the prosecution 
|that followed.” 

“The evidence brought out at the 
|trial estabiished the fact that Senator 
| Robinson, minister of labor, gave the 
gearbled report of a letter to a win- 
nipeg reporter at the time of the 
| strike to create a wrong ‘mpression 
that Bolshevists had euppiied the 
} money to engineer the strike. In this 
garbled report given to give a wrong 
impression to the people of Canada, 
this alleged minister of labor delib- 
erately took a sentence out of the 
;middle af the letter, pretending at 
;the same time that he had given for

INVITED HELP 

The desire of certain people tn the 
United States for a “United Armenia,” 
some other nation taking the respon- 
e bility, has found its latest utterance 
in a cable sent from ex-Ambaasador 
Gerard to the Hon. A. J, Baffour in 
whigh he deposes that “We consider 
“ our duty as friends of Britain to 
“state that 20,000 ministers, eighty- 
“five bishops, 250 college and univers- 
“ity presidents, and forty governors 
“who have gone on reoord in tavor of 
“integral Armenia will be asked to 
“join in condemnation of decimation 
“of Anmenia.” 

Mr. Balfour, in his réply, aster etat- 
ing that no treaties concerning Ar- 
menia have been concluded and con~ 
fese'ng his inability to understand why 
Great Britain should be held respon- 
sible for the dignitaries mentioned, 
asks perin‘ssion ¢o reming nis corre- 
spondent of the feMowing circum: 


stances: 

(1) “Great Britain hae no interest 
in Armenia except eo based on 
humanitarian grounde; in this respect 


her position is prec.sely that of the 


ee, 

(2) “I have always urged when- 
ever I had the onvortunity that the 
United States should cake its share in 
the burden of improving conditions 
in the pre-war territor.es of the Turk- 
ish empére and in particular that It 
should ©ecome the mandatory in Ar- 
menia, Evente over which Great 
Britain had no contro} have prevented 
this: consummation and have delayed 
with most unhappy results the settle- 
mem of the Turkish peace. 

(3) "There appeara to be a great 
misconception as to the condition of 
affa'rs in Armenia. You make ap- 
peal dn your first sentence to the 
principle of self determination. If 
th's is taken in its ordinary mean- 
ing as referring ¢o the wishes of the 
majority actually inhabiting a district 
{t must be remembered that in vast 
regions of Greater Armenia the inhabi. 
tants are overwhelmingly Mussulmen 
and if allowed to vote would certainly 
vote against the Armenians. I do not 
think thig conclusive, but it must not 
be forgotten whoever undertakes in 
your: own words to aid Armen‘a dur- 
ing her formative period, must, I fear, 
be prenared to use military force. 
Great Britain finds the utmost diffi- 
culty {n carrying out the respons!- 
bilities she has already undertaken. 
dnd cannot add Armenia to her num- 

er. 

“America, with her vast population 
and undiminished resources and no 
fresh remponsibilities thnown upon her 
by the war, is much more fortunately 
situated. She has shown herself most 
generous toward these much oppressed 
people, but I greatly fear that even the 
moet javiesh charity unsupported by 
political and military eesistance, will 
prove qu'te insufficient to deal with 
the unhappy consequence of Turkish 
cruelty and mierule”

FOR FESTIVAL 
DRAWN BY LOT 


Alberta Musical Festival Com-!| 
mittee Follows Plan Which 
Frustrates Late Entry Schemes 


It {s well known, especially among 
those who are not themselves musi- 
cal, that musiciang are a ‘“tempera- 
mental lot." They are (or pretend to 
be) highly sensitive to the artistic 
conditions of their environment. A 
very common phase of. thie nervous 
trait is the preference which many 
singers and players exhibit for a cere 
tain place on the program. 

It is the rule, rather than the ex- 
ception, to hear a musician in conver- 
sation with the organizer of a concert 
remark, “I don’t 'mind where you put 
me as long as I don't have to sing 
first,” and this sentiment is so uni- 
versa] that it is often a ser!ous prob- 
lem with a concert committee to find | 
someone wood-natured and callous 
enough to break the ice. 

On the other hand, there are a few 
self-conscious souls who like to sing 
first and “get it over with.” 

If these signs of the artist!c tem- 
rerament are common among the ar- 
tistes on a concert program, it is 
easily realized that they assume a very 
serious aspect among the competitors 
in such & contest as the Alberta Musl- 
cal Fest.val, to be held next month in 
Edmonton. It seems, at least to the 
competitor, that a desirable place on 
the program of compet.tions js more 
than half the ‘battle won. Partly from 
the wish to get settled down and 
partly from the desire to ‘hear the 
other singers ‘do it,’ a late position in 
order of competition is looked upon 
as a “consummation devoutly to be 
wished,” 

It is said that in the past many 
competitors have made a practice of | 
holding back their entry forms until 
the last moment with the idea that 
the entries are arranged in the order 
in which they are received, Some even

fied under the various different 
classes of competitions. Mach class 
{s then shuffled and drawn by some 
persons entirely unconnected with the 
testival organization, and competitors 
are expected to sing in the order in 
which their names are drawn. It is 
entirely a matter of chance. The only 
exception to this rule is the case of 
the late entries referred to before. As 
a@ penalty for withholding their en- 
tries, those competitors whose names 
come in at the Jast moment, so far 
from be!ng given a favorable place in 
the order of performance, are expected 
to sing or play ‘before those who placed

Among the musictans at the jourt of 
Perlander, who reigned over Corinth about 
625-585 B.C., none stood higher in favor 
than Arion, Nevertheless, a time came 
when he wearied of bis flife at court, and 
besought the king to permit him to rvisit 
Siclly, where a great musical conteat was 
to be held, Pertandes endeavored to per- 
suade his @avorite Bive up the (dea, 
“Pray etay with me,” he said, “and be 
contented. He who etrives to win may 
lose.” And he pointed out the. dangers 
which confront all who leave /the bigh 
road of safety for the alluring but treach- 
erous paths of adventure. 

Arion answered, “A wandering life best 
sults the heart of a poet. The talent which 
a god hestowed on me I fain would make 
a source of pleasure to oth@re,” Accord- 
ingly he was permited to depart. 

There was none dn Sicily who could eure 
pass him, and he was soon in a position 
to embark for home much richer, both in 
weakth and reputation, than when he 
started, The wind was fair, the eun shone, 
and the water rustled pleasantly against 
the sides of the vessel, so Arion was well 
pleased with his adventure, and looked fore 
ward to the time when ‘he would be re- 
celved again by bis friend and patron, 
Perlander, 

About the second day out, however,’ he 

heard the deamen plotting against him, and 
the warning of the king came back to him 
with new force. Soon he found himadf 
surrounded with sallorg who sought hie 
life, telling him that If fie had a grave on 
shore he must be prepared to die on the 
spot, but if not be would be cast dato the 
nen. ‘ 
“Will nothing satisfy you but my life?” 
said he, ‘Take my gold and welcome, 1 
willingly buy my life at that price.” But 
the sailors jrefused, and Arion knew that 
his hour was come, One last request was 
granted, He was permitted to die as m 
musician should, in order that Apolo, the 
god of all gnusiclans, @hould not be of- 
fended, 

Arion clothed himself in his finest, rat- 
mevt, adorned himself with gold and jew- 
els, and stood at the ship's rail, singing 
the death-song, his perfumed hair stream- 
ing out behind him, Sweetly he eang of 
the heroes of Elysium, calling upon Orphe- 
eus, who had braved the dangers of Tare 
tarus for the sake of Furidyce, subduing 
ail Hades with the charm of his muste. 
Then, the song finished, Arion leapt fear- 

sly into the sea, 

But the wonderful sweetness of his mus- 
ic had drawn all the inhabitants of the 
deep near the ship especially the dolphins, 


| which enjoyed the special favor of Apollo 


While Arion was struggling In the water 
one of them came to his assistance and 
carried him ewiftly to the shore. | 

As soon as Arion Innded hie sorrows 
were forgotten, Perlander recetved him 
with open arms and heard of his wonder- 
ful adventure twith amazement, The king 
determined to punish the wrongdoers and 
Arion remained in concealment until the 
ship arrived bearing the sailors, They 
were immediately summoned to appear be- 
fore Perlander, who questioned them as 
to the whereabouts of Arion, “We left him 
well and prosperous dn Tarentum,” they 
replied, But even as they spoke Arion ap- 
peared clotbed in his finest raiment pnd 
adorned with gold and pewels, just as 
they had Inet seen him when he plunged 

to the sea. The sailors fell prostrate at 
his feet believing he was a god. Arion 
forgave them the injury they had done 
him, and at his request they were not slain, 
ut were bidden to betake themselves from 
Perinth never to return.

Paris, April 2—In French 4 
the expectation now is that the meet-|

Peace conference !n Ban Remo will be 
called for April 19 to 22. The Turk- 
ish peaco delegates, it ig understood, 
will be invited to present themselves) 
toward the end of April to receive tho! 
peace terms. { 

It is pointed out here that the terms| 
of the projected treaty with regard | 
to a number of points were prepared 
by experts in the absence of the heads 
of some of the allied governments, 
Premiers Millerand of France and 
NAtl of Italy having attended only 
the first sessions of the conference in 
London. Hence it will be necessary 
that a full session of the supreme 
council go over the whole project. 

It is not anticipated that the session 
will be long and it is thought that 
the Turks may be able to begin their 
examination of the terms of the treaty 
early in May, Tho procedure !s ex- 
pected to be the same aw with the 
other treaties the Turks be'ng given 
time to study tthe treaty and present 
thei robservationg on it. The supreme 
counct! will then study the observa- 
tions and prepare its rejoinder. 

The San Remo conference may have! 
occasion to make the final decision on 
some questiong regarding the Hun- 
garian peace treaty.

be generated by any disturbance in 
the atmosphere iteelf, as is the 
case w'th an electrical storm. 

This theory finds some definite 
support from Dr, Ronald Campbell 
Macfie, the poet, in his remarkable 
book, “Science, Matter and Immor- 
tality.” In a chapter dealing with 
“Electrons and the Aurora Borealis,” 
Dr. Macfle says that the apectrum of 
the aurora shows th:* it ts largely 
produced by vibrating molecules of 
argon, krypton, xenon, neon and other 
rare gases of the e!r wh'ch collect in 
the upper layers of the atmosphere. 
The presumption is, therefore, very 
strong that the Aurora Borealis is 
caused by electric discharges—dis- 
changes of electrons through the upper 
layers of .he atmosphere. But where 
do the electrons come from? After 
explaining the effect of sun-spots in 
sending out showers of electnons into 
space, Dr. Macfie conctudes: “In brief, 
the Aurora Boreal's !s due to 'the bom- 
dardment of the rarefied gases of the 
outer atmosphere by electrona ejected 
by the sun and borne across space by 
Nght pressure.” 

The explanation, while It is !n- 
teresting, doés not quite satisfy us, 
eo far as the aurora of Monday eve- 
ning ig concerned. The idea of the 
“bombardment” is all right, but if 
there was such a’ bombardment on 
Monday evening it was directed at 
one definite point {n the atrnoaphere, 
and the projectiles were of an ex- 
plosive nature, as indicated by the 
central swirl'ng movement and the 
ever-shifting, fan-like rays. If the 
aurora were caused by the “pelting” 
of our atmosphere with electrons the 
iNumination of the rare gases ‘would 
be of a nebulous or cloud-like charac- 
ter. This theory does not a:count for 
the ray formation of the aurora, which 
is an important discrepancy. It should 
also be noted tthat the display of Mon- 
day evening was not colored, but waa 
pure white in every part. This may 
have been due to the fact that it ap- 
peared in the zenith, and that the 
prismatic effect usually seen in the 
Northern Lights 4s caused by the Jo- 
eat'on on the hor'zon, lke the gor- 
geous coloring of dlouds and atmos- 
phere at sunset.

| The Dual Purpose Cow |

Years ago on the farms down east it 
took a big cow to dress out four hundred 
pounds, This may sound Ifke a fairy tale, 
but it Is a fact. Then we commenced to 
hear of “that big roan cow of ‘Ryan's,” or 
the big roen cow belonging tto somebody 
else, and later we commenced to call them 
Durhams, How the breed drifted nto the 
settlements I never knew, for in those days) 
there waa little interest taken in finported 
stock, But the fact remains that forty | 
years ago the Durham milk strain cow was | 
shaping the standards of Canadian cattle | 

Like the four hundred pounder of the| 
eastern farm, the original type of prairie 
cow was @ mongrel, In the south @hey 
were made up largely of the run down 
stock of the long horn type, ewhich ran 
heavily to “horns, heels, and bellishneas,” 
as one old Texan put it, and were too 
rangy to make good beef producers. 

From the very outset we had a few good 
breeders on the prairie, Theae men, look-| 
ing far into the future, foresaw the pros- 
pects of Canada’s present beef trade, By 
judicious breeding with the best Mulls 
obtainable they elevated the standards of 
their herds. 

Down eust the revolution in favor of 
hetter atock had Jong alnce transformed 
the herds, and the best of thefr bulls were 
sold and shipped to the prairies. This 
laid the foundation for Alberta eef, and 
we may thank ¢he old roan Durham at the 
outset—they paved the way for the more- 
ment, on the eastern farm, 

Here tn the west the work commenced 
with the shorthorus, ylosely followed by 
the polla and white-faced herefords, No 
one ever thought of milk or milking, and! 
the result was that within a decade or 
two we had established @ record for beef, | 
and beef alone. This was due to the fact} 
that, e few years ago, there was no market!

It does not follow from this that all the 
milking Durhams are roans, but It's 
anfe bet that most of the roans are /milk- 
ers, This type often produces hig hgrade 
milkers; in fact, one of the best milkers | 
know ts a Durham cross, The calves are 
big and bony from their birth, and ‘the 
steers grade close to the old strain for 
beef, Conditions bave changed quickly on 
the prairie. What was rangeland a few 
years ngo !s now mixed farming district, 
and the dual type cow seems to form the 
connecting link between the old order and 
the new, I remember asking a number of 
ranchers a few years ogo, how many head 
of cattle it would take to support a man.

all branches of agriculture including dairy- | 


ing, beef ruising, hogs, potatoes, grains 
and grasses, Althougi he has many Iin- 
terests to keep up he has found time to 
make a specialty of the growing of seca 
grain, which has proxed to he a very 
profitable side line. 
tlou he has been able to produce a wheat 
that averages 66 bushels per acre, and oats 
that yields as high xs 139 busheis, As an 
exhibitor cf grains he holds a position that 
is second to none in the province. At the 
International Exposition last December, he 
captured the first prize for outs for any 
variety other than white, and tle second 
prize for fall rye, 
Dual Purpose Cattle, 

The duai purpose shorthorn, as a dulry 
cow reigns supreme on the Rosehurst farm, 
Mr. Lucas alms to mila from fourte22 tv 
fifteen cows dor most of the year, and to 
raise a few steers besides. On an average 
4& carload or two of steers are fattencd 
every year. Most of these are bought in 
the markets in the fall at a weight of 
from 760 to 800 poonds and are fed until 
they reach a weight of Jrom 1200 to 1400 
pounds when they are turned op {he mar- 
ket again.

wiil eat it in ¢preference to alfalfa, As to 
ts feeding value Mr, I believes that 
{it surpasses any other kind of diay that 
| he has ever been able to grow. 


Grass More Profitable Than Wheat. 

Both brome and western rye grass have 
been found to be very @rofitable crops. 
In normal years from four to five hundred 
pounds of seed per acre have been hurvest- 
ed, and at twenty vents per pound, ythe 
average price for seed the last five years. 
Mr, Lucas has found, considering the value 
of the straw for hay, that these two gras- 
s¢s are more profitable to grow than 
wheut, Besides there 1s less trouble in 
harvesting, the harve omes earlier, and 
| the grasses work well in a five year rota- 
tion in that they entirely eliminate soil 
drifting, one of the serious drawbacks of 
the district.

All Barnyard Manure Ie Used 

To conserve the muisture and to retaip 
the fertility of the land the Roseburst 
farm depends upon summerfallowing, prop- 
er rotations and the liberal use of barn- 
yard manure. A manure spreader was one 
of the first implements bought on the 
farm, ‘The straw stacks are never burned 
but the stock are allowed free access to 
them at all times, so that they will tramp 
them down, aud make as much manure ar 
possible, This straw and all the manure 
fs hauled onto the Jand, and it has been 
| found that to top dress tue fields of brome 
and western rye grass will in most cases 
Increase the yleld of hay or seed, as much 
as thirty per cent, The summerfallow is 
also manured, In summerfallowing the 
land is ploughed just as soon as the seed- 
ing is finished and an attempt is made to 
keep the land black jand the weeds down 
by the use of a cultivator at all times. Deep 
ploughing is the order of the day on the 
tosgehurst farm, No ploughing 1s done less 
than six inches deep and often as deep as 
nine inches, 


Two Rotations 
Two rotations are followed out, a five 
and a seven year. The five year rotation 
is wheat, oats, grass, The grass 1s either 
brome or western rye for two years, and 
ploughed up after the hay bas been har- 
vested. The other rotation consists of 
wheat or oats, full rye, barley. : The fall 
rye is sown with the barley and pastured 
as soon as the crop is harvested. Tollow- 
tng the fall rye is the rotation !s wheat, 
barley, or oats, then summerfallow. 

Selects Grain ) 

In growing seed the one object that Mr. 
Lucas keeps in mind ts to produce a strain 
that 1s qnore prolific or jwill yleld more 
bushels per acre, and to this end he ia 
carefully selecting all the varieties that he 
grows from year to year, and so far has 
had a considerable success, The varieties 
of grain that he grows are, abundance and 
black beauty oats, marquis wheat, cheyaller 
and snanchurians, barley and arthur peas 

Mr, Lucas believes that a farmer can 
never know too much about his business 
and says fie is ready to take any 
advice from anyone, He is always on the 
lookout to pick up some information that 
will be useful to him in his business, and 
during the winter of 1919-20 spent peveral 
months in Michigan, Kansas and Ohio, try- 
ing to learn something about silos, feed, 

surketing, ete.

Further experiments in the feeding 
of sunflower silage comes from a dry 
Part of the country and is all to the 
good. At the Scott 
farm at Scott, Saskatchewan, they 
planted a few acres of sunflowers last 
year, and in October, superintendent 
M. J. Tinline was at the Edmonton 
yards looking for feeaer seeers with 
which they would try out the value 
of the sunflower feed, 

Atl the feed given to the eteers was 
bought w th the exception of the sun- 
flowers and turnips. The vats cost 
sxty-one cents a ‘burhel and the 
screenings, $32 a ton. The straw was 
a dollar a ton in the stack and added 
to this was the cost of hauling. There 
was also'the cost of crushing the oats 
and screenings. The steers were divid- 
ed into two lots, to one was fed the 
silage and straw, to the other straw 
alone. Both ‘ots of steers had all the 
straw they could eat, five pounds of 
turnips per animal per day and the 
meal mixture was half and half oats 
and screen'ngs ground. 

The resuits showed that the average 
{profit on the steers that were fed en- 
sS\lage Was $24.19, whiie for the othérs 
it was only $14.32. The average in- 
crease in value was $55.81 for the eun- 
flower fed pen to $40 51 for the others,
